FLORENCE, Monday, April 12, 1869, 

This is the day for the reunion of Parlia- 
ment, and more than anything else the people 
are interested to hear the story which the Minis- 
ter of Finance has to tell..

close of the twelfth century. The palace in which 
it has its present seat, called La Sapienza, is be- 
lieved to have been the temple of VEsTA, re- 
duced to its present use by Cormo L., in 1542. 
This school is principally distinguished. for 
studies in Natural Science. Its most eminent 
Professors have béen, in Mathematics, Mossorr; 
in Chemistry, Pmta;in Medicine, Pucctnortt, 
and in Physical Science, Marreucct. These, by 
their writings, have acquired some reputation 
in Europe.

The Tribune and the Bureau of Statistics 

The Tribune having found its recent as- 
saults upon Mr. WELLS, personally, as httle 
productive, of profit or pleasure. as the 
gnawing of files proverbially is te him that 
indulges in it, has turned to attack the 
Spécial Commissioner of the Revenue in his 
relations to the Bureau of Statistics; and, in 
a labored article in its issue of Thursday, 
charges upon the “ free tvaders of thé Bureau 
of Statistics” the intentional suppression of 
the figures of our Domestic Exports, partieu- 
larly and most grievously, it seems, in 
articles of woodenware, for the purpose of 
disparaging the manufacturing industry of 
the country. This, it alleges, has been done 
in- the. accounts for ‘1866, 1867 and 1868.” 
The most amusing part of thisis that the 
accounts for 1868 were made up on a classifi- 
cation of commodities which was furnished 
to Collectors of Customs; prior, at least, to 
Jane 80, 1867, that is, more than eighteen 
months before Mr. Wrerxs had any official 
connection whatever with the Bureau ; while 
the accounts for 1866 must have been made 
up from ‘a classification furnished prior to 
June 90, 1865, or at least one year and 
twenty-seven days before the Bureau of 
Statistics was created, or Mr. Detmar had 
come to Washington on his mission of Ad- 
vanced Arithmetic. 

If any parties have been guilty of “ sup- 
pressing” the facts of our industry for sinis- 
ter and unpatriotic purposes, they are not 
parties at present or at any time known to 
the Bureau of Statistics, since the classifica- 
tion of commodities used in the commercial 
returns of “ 1866, 1867 and 1868” was prepared 
long before the avatar of ALEXANDER Dert- 
MAR, or the creation of the Statistical Bu- 
Teau. 

But, not satisfied with such culpable reck- 
lessneass in charging criminal intention upon 
public officers, the Tribune blunders even 
moré sadly m its figures. The report of com- 
meree and navigation for 1868; which it 
quotes with so much assurance, is not yet 
published, owing to the press of matter on 
the hands of the public printer. Where, 
then, does the Tribune get its figures. Out 
of the preliminary report, which is habitual- 
ly published in connection with the “ Fi- 
nance Report” of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; long before the full details of the trade 
of the year can be prepared. This prelimin- 
ary report only assumes to give the main 
facts, leaving the more extended classifica- 
tion to the report proper of commerce and 
navigation. Out of this the Tribune se- 
lects the formidable item, “Other manu- 
factured articles not specified, $8,501,138,” 
and charges upon - the Special Com- 
missioner of the Revenue the inten- 
tion to “suppress” the details of this 
gigantic industry, when the fact is, if the

Politics versus Science. 

We are not of those who have snarled at 
every appointment made by President 
Grant because he selected men that he 
knew something about; for although he 
has, like every President who preceded him, 
made some mistakes, the great majority of 
his appointments are cither good or to be 
judged only by their fruits. Most of the 
prominent candidates for the Presidential 
tomination were men whose afiiliations 
were with political parties, and their ap- 
pointments, in President Grant's place, 
would have been among men no less known 
to them as personal friends and party help- 
ers, but better known to the public perhaps 
as “public men.” The most of the Presi- 
dent's appointes may be trusted, we beliove, 
to let their official acte be their commenda- 
tion. 

Yet under the tremendous pressure for of- 
fice, probably unparalleled in the country’s 
history, and certainly an absolute and severe 
novelty in Gen. Grants experience, we 
think he has permitted the influential ones 
to persuade him into an erroneous principle, 
that of making changes without due reason. 
Not that this is not common enough, and, in- 
deed, the rule of our political life; but that 
we had hoped to see it ignored. 

One illustration was the proposed removal 
of Mr. Appraiser McELratu. That was sim- 
ply an unnecessary change. Buta more se- 
rious class of cases is the displacement of ex- 
tific training, and the substitution of less 
competent persons. 

The scientific papers ate just now grum- 
bling, with some show «of reason, over the 
Mint appointments.

Heis simply an employe of the 7rib- 
wne, and responsible, so far as we are aware, 
to nobody else for his professional conduct. 
Some months ago, during the period covered 
by Mr. Youne’s alleged misconduct, the 
members of the Associated Press discovered 
that the news belonging to them was sur- 
reptitiously sold to a Philadelphia paper not 
entitled to receive it, and through the skill 
and perseverance of their agent, Mr. Smoson- 
TON, they traced the delinquency to. the 
Tribune office. What particular person in 
the Tribune office was guilty of the betrayal, 
was a matter with which the Association had 
nothing whatever to do. It wasthe business 
of the Tribune to watch and regulate the con- 
duct of its subordinates; and it was to the 
Tribune only that the Association had to look 
for a correction of the evil. TheAssociation 
did deal with the Tribune in the matter, and 
the abuse was stopped. Whether the propri- 
etors of the Tribunehave detected and dealt 
with their guilty and treacherous subordi- 
nates, is their affair, and no business of the 
Associated Press. The whole matter was 
disposed of long ago so far as the rights and 
interests of the Association were involved: 
that body, so far as we can see, has noreason 
for reopening it or making any further “m- 
vestigation” in regard to it.

The City Upside Down. “ 

The house-movers had a frightful time of 
it yesterday—what with the rain and the 
mud and the universal offensiveness of 
things: The extent of the wrath, ill-nature 
and disgust was altogether beyond compu- 
tation: and: while husbands were furious, 
‘wives miserable, and children screaming in 
all parts of the City—-while furniture was 
smashed and spoiled, costly carpets and 
other articles ruined by  rain—while 
collisions were taking place’ between out- 
going and incoming tenants—it might have 
appeared that bedlam was let loose and 
chaos come again. ‘Though a good deal of 
the moving was done on Friday, there were 
$ very large number of people who delayed 
the inevitable change till the last possible 
hour—and » worse hour they could not easily 
have chosen. 

To prevent this annual uproar and con- 
fusion of May-day, we have several. times 
lately suggested the adoption of the system 
of house-renting that is prevalent in the 
English cities and in many American cities. 
We have proposed that tenants should have 
theright to move from their house at any quar- 
ter day of the year, upon giving three months’ 
notice to the landlords. The adoption of this 
very simple method. would relieve people 
from all the loss and inconvenience of the 
present system. Of course many landlords 
would oppose this reform, though we believe 
it would-be for the advantage of the whole 
community. To aconsiderable extent, how- 
ever, tenants have even yet the opportunity 
of adopting it. 

There are a great many residences through- 
out the City still unrented. The large num- 
ber of people who have moved out of town 
have left many houses vacant, and landlords 
are of course anxious to secure tenants as 
quickly as possible. In many cases tenants 
can secure conditions now which they could 
not have secured some months or weeks ago. 
Why should not the tenants who will yet take 
these vacant houses, take them on the con- 
dition we have indicated—that is to say, 
rent them with the understanding that they. 
can leave them at the end of any quarter, 
after notifying the landlord in advance. 

Were a beginning made in this way it 
would be the beginning of the end of the 
abominable system which prevails in New- 
York, and which causes confusion and 
misery all over town during the moving 
season every. year. 


The Tery Bout om the Irish Church 
Question. 

Mr, Disraziz and his friends, finding all 
their attempts to defeat the Irish Church 
Bill, or to materially modify its prin- 
cipal details, unavailing, have devoted 
themselves to the task of saving, or 
trying to save, as much as possible out 
of the wreck in the interest of the 
Anglican Church. It was provided by the 
bill that all property, real or personal, left 
to the Irish Church by private individuals 
since the year 1660 should be retained. Mr. 
Greaory, an Irish Tory, moved to substi- 
tute the year 1608. Mr. Disrarti moved the 
omission of the-eriginal date, without pro- 
posing to substitute any other. Finally Mr. 
GaTHORNE Harpy, the real leader of the 
Tories on all Church questions, proposed 
to fix the date at 1560—thus hoping 
to secure the inviolability of all property ac- 
quired by the Irish Church since the second 
year of Queen ELizaBeETH and the practical 
establishment of the Reformation. Among 
such property, too, would be included the 
original benefactions of Archbishop UsHEr, 
given for the foundation of Trinity College, 
Dublin. But the House of Commons stead- 
fastly refused to be led away from the pro- 
gramme originally laid down by their chiefs, 
and Mr. Harpy’s motion was rejected by a 
majority of 86—not so large as that 
by which the main principle of the bill was 
affirmed, but still sufficiently large to show 
the hopélessness of all attempts to gain any 
better terms than those offered by Mr. Guap- 
sTONE. Mr. Drsrazts effort to save the 
glebe-houses to the Church met with asim- 
ilar fate, while the original clauses of the 
bill, by which the fabrics of the cathedrals 
were to be maintained as national property, .
